not been able to define or anal the 
very first stir of life was in a-fish. What 
an hour that was when in the Euphrates, 
the Gihon, the Pison, and the dekel, 
the four rivers of Paradise, the waters 
swirl with s and brightened with 
scalés. All the attributes of the infinite 
God were cailed into action for the making 
of that first fish. Lanccolate and transul- 
cent miracle! There is enough wonder in 
the plate of a sturgeon or in the cartilage 
of a shark to confound the scientists. it 
does not take the universe to prove a God. 
A fish does it. No wonder that Linnaeus 
and Cuvier and. Agassiz and the greatest 
minds of all the centuries sat enraptured 
before its anatomy. Oh, its beauty, and 
the udaptedness of .its structure to the 
element in which it must live; the picture 
gallery on the sides oP? whe mountain trout 
unveiled as they sprivg up to snatch the 
flies; tue grayling, ci™tu the flower of 
fishes; the salmon, ascending the Oregon 
and the severn, easily leaping the falls 
that would stop them; the bold perch, the 
gudgeon, silver and biack spotted; the 
herrliug, moving in squadrons five miles 
long; the carp, for cunning, called the fox 
of nshes; the wondrous sturgeons, former- 
ly reserved for the tables of royal families, 
aud the isinglass made out of their mem- 
brane; ‘the tench, called the physician of 
fishes because when applied to human ail- 
menis it is said to be curative; the lam- 
preys, so tempting to the epicurean that 
too many of them slew Henry II.; aye, 
the whole world of fishes. Icnough of them 
floating up and down the rivers to feed 
the hemispheres if every ear of corn and 
every head of wheat and every herd of 
quadruped, and if every other article of 
tood in ali the earth were destroyed. Uni- 
versal drought, leaving not so much as a 
spear of grass On the round: planet, would 
leavé in the rivers and Jakes and seas for 
the human race a staple commodity of food, 
which, if brought to shore, would be 
enough not only to feed but fatten the 
Pntire human race. ln times tv come 
the world may be so populated that the har- 
Vests and vineyards and land animals may 
be insuticient to feed the human family, 
and the nations may be obliged to come to 
the rivers and ocean beaches to seek the 
living harvests that swim the deep, and 
that woull mean more health and vigor 
and briumancy and brain than the buman 
race now own. 

The Lord by placing the fish in the first 
course of the menu in paradise, making it 
precede bird and beast indicated to the world 
the importance of the fish as an article 
of human food. - The reason that men and 
women lived three and four aud 
five and nine hundred years was 
beenuse they were kept on parched 
corn and fish We mix up a_ fan- 
tastic food that kills the most of us before 
thirty years of age. Custards and whipped 
silabubs and Roman punches and chicken 
salads at midnight are a gauntlet ‘that few 
have strength to run. We put on many a 
tombstone glowing epithets saying that the 
person beneath died of patriotic services 
or from exhaustion in religious work when 
nothing killed the poor fellow but lobster 
eaten at a party four ho@rs after he ought 
to have been. sound asleep in bed. There 
are men today in our streets 80 many walk- 
ing hospitals who might have been athletes 
if they had taken the hint of Gevesis in my 
text and of our Lord’s remark and adhered 
to simplicity of diet. The reason that the 
country districts have furnished must of 
men and women of our time 
who are doing the mightiest work in mer- 
chandise, in mechanics, in law, in medi- 
cine, in theology, in legislative and con- 
gressional halls and all the presidents from 
Vashington down—at least those who have 
amounted to anything—is because they were 
in those country districts of necessity kept 
on “plain. diét No mati or -woman ever 
amounted to anything who was brought up 
on flloating island or angel cake. The world 
must turn back to paradisiac diet if it is 
to get paradasiac morals and paradasiac 
health. The human race today needs more 
phosphorus ard the fish is charged and 
surcharged with phosphorus. Phosphorus. 
that which shines in the dark: without 
burning. 

What made the twelve apostles such 
stalwart men that they could endure any- 
thing and achieve. everything? Next to 
divine inspiration, it was beeause they were 
nearly all fishermen aud lived on fish and 
a few plain condiments. Paul, though not 
brought up to swing the net and throw the 
line, must of necessity have adopted the 
diet of the population among whom he lived 
and you see the phosphorus in his daring 

lea before Felix and the phosphorus in 

is. boldest of all utterances before the 
wiseacres on Mars hill and the phosphorus 
as he went without fright to his beheading 
and the at pig you see in all the lives 
of the apostles, who moved right on 
undaunted to certain martyrdom, whether 
to be decapitated or flung off precipices 
or hung  in_ cricifixion. Phosphorus, 
shining in the dark without 
burning! No man or woman that ever lived 
was indeperdent of questions of diet. Let 
those who. by circumstances are compelled 
to simplicity of diet thank God for their 
rescue from the temptation of _ killing 
delicacies. The men and women who are 
to decide the drift of the twentieth century. 
which is only. seven or eight steps off, are 
now five miles back from the rail station 
and bave for breakfast this morning a simi- 
lar bill of fare to that which Christ provided 
for the fishermen diciples on the banks of 
Lake Galilee. Indeed, the only articles of 
food that Christ by miricle multiplied were 
bread and fish which the boy who acted as 
sutle> to the 7.900 people of the wilderness. 
handed over—five barley loaves and two 
fishes. The boy must have felt badly when 
ealled on to give up the two fishes which 
be had brought out after having caught 
them himself. sitting with his bare feet 
over the bank of the Inke and expecting 
to sell his supply at good profit, bnt he felt 
better when hy the miracle the fish were 
multiplied and he had more returned to 
him than he had surrendered, 

Know, also. in order to understand the 
ichthyology »f the Bible that in the deeper 
waters as those of the Mediterrancan, there 
were monsters that are now extinct. The 
fools who become infidels Jrecause they 
cannot understand the enguifment of the 
recreant Jonah in a sea monster, might 
have saved their souls by studying a little 
natural history. “Oh,” says ‘some one, 
“that story of Jonah was only a. fable. 
Say others. “It was interpolated by some 
writer of later times.” Others say: “It 
was a reproduction of the story of Hercules 
devoured antl then restored from the 
monster.” But my reply is that history 
tells us that there were monsters large 
enough to whelm ships. The extinct ichthy- 
osaurus of other ages was thirty feet long 


as late as the sixth centeury of the 
Christian era, up aud down the Mediterra- 
nean there floated monsters compared with 
which a modern whale was a sardine or a 
herring. The shark has again and again 
been fuund to have swallowed 2 man en- 
tire. <A fisherman on the coast of Tur- 
key found a sea monster which, contained 
a woman and a purse of gold. i have seen 
in inuseums sea monsters large enough to 
to take down a proplict. But I have a bet- 
ter reason for believing the Old. Testament 
account, and that is that Christ said it was 
true and a type of his own resurrection, and 
I suppose he ought to know. In Matthew, 
12th chapter and 40th verse, Jesus Christ 
says: “For as Jonah was three days and 
three nights in the whale’s belly, ‘so shall 
the Son of Man be three days and. three 
nights in the heart of the earth.” And 
that settles it for me and for any man who 
does not believe Christ a dupe and an im-

sylvania, I saw a friend with high boots 
and fishing tackle, starting out at 9 o’clock 
at night, and I said, “Where are you go- 
ing?”

‘What, in the night?” He answered, ‘Yes, 
in the night.’’. So the vast majority of 
souls. captured for God are taken in times 
of revival in the night meetings. They 
might just as well come at 12 o’clock at 
noon, but most of them will not. Ask the. 
evangeli@s of olden times, ask Finney, ask 
Nettleton, ask Osborn, ask Daniel Baker, 
and then ask al] the modern evangelists 
which is the best time to gather souls, and 
they will answer, ‘“‘The night; by all odds, 
the night.”” Not only the natural night, 
vut the night of trouble. Suppose I go 
around in this audience and ask these 
Christians when they were converted to 
God. One wotld answer, “It was at the 
time I lost my child by membraneous croup, 
and it was the night of bereavement,” or 
the answer would be, “It was just after I 
was swindled out of my property, and it 
was the night of bankruptcy,” or it would 
be, “It was during that time when 1 was 
down with that awful sickness, and it was 
the night of physical suffering,” or it would 
be, “It was that time when slander took 
after mé and Iewas maligned and abused, 
and it was the night of persecution.” Ah, 
my hearers, that is the time for you to go 
after souls, when a pight of trouble is on 
them. Miss not that opportunity to save 
a soul, for it is the best of all opportuni- 
ties.

We boys brought up in the country had to 
dig for bait before we started for the banks 
of the Raritan.

A subscriber sends us a postal card 
to say that he sees no evidence of a 
tendency on the part of democrats to 
move slowly in the matter of tariff 
reform. 

But our subscriber lives in Georgia, and 
the probability is that he does not hare 
ain opportunity every day of the week 
to look over all the important newspapers 
of the country, and to mark the astonish- 
ing change of tone that has become mani- 
fest in some of them.

This can only mean that tariff 
reform may be postponed or delayed to 
suit the whims of those who have other 
schemes to push. It may be said that 
The Times is a mugwump organ, and that 
the doctrine it lays down is not demo- 
cratic doctrine; but it should be remem- 
bered that the mugwumps—the independ- 
ents—the men who do not believe in any 
party—are now in a position to control 


the policy of the party. They. are in- 


high feather with the leaders who do 
control. On many ap-oeeadgn, recently, 
The Constitution’ has been sharply re 
buked, even by southern democrats, for 


presuming to criticise the mugwumps., 


That these southern democrats are short- 
sighted, we believe, but their earnestness 
is beyond question. 

When, therefore, The New York Times 
declares that “the tariff is not a matter 
of immediate and vital consequence,” it 
may be taken for granted that its remark, 
which indicates. a surprising . change, 
represents in some degree an attempt tc 
dodge the results of the question. How 
far the effort will go we do not know, 
but the bare manifestation is sufficient 
to give rise to senbus concern on the 
part of those democrats who went 
through the campaign and upheld the 
democratic platform in perfect geod faith. 

In that campaign, tariff reform was 
the dominating issne. All other. issues 
were laid on the shelf, and the contest 
went forward on the line of opposition to 
republican high protection. On that issue 
the democratic party won, and now, even 
before the new administration has been 
inaugurated, the expectant people, who 
are still paying the tributes of taxation 
exacted by the McKinley bill, are infomn- 
ed that “tariff reform is not a matter of 
immediate or vital consequence.” 

It is against this sort of thing The 
Corstitution protests. 
dc no good, but they shall go, as it were, 
in the petition box, day after day, until 
the party takes advantage of its oppor- 
tunity to carry out the desires of the 
people.

Paris and Port Jervis. 

The Boston Herald denounces the burn: 
ing of the negro at Paris, Tex., as “a 
proceeding which would better become a 
race of savages than a people who pre- 
tend to be civilized.” 

This is-strong language, and, to make 
it more emphatic, the editorial is headed 
“The Barbarism of the Seuth.”’ 

We admit that the negro was horribly 
punished in a lawless manner for a norri- 
ble crime. But it does-not follow that 
the whole south is‘ barbarous and law- 
less. Several months ago a negro at 


Port Jervis, N. Y., was lynched for out- | 


raging a white girl. Port Jervis is prac- 
tically a suburb of New York city, with 
all the machinery of justice, law and 
order, and yet the people, in a burst of 
frenzy, almost tore the negro limb from 
limb, and then hung him. No serious 
effort was made to punish the lynchers. 

Did this incident make the whole north 
barbarous? 

The truth is, human nature is . very 
much the same everywhere. We deplore 
mob law, and we must not cease our 
efforts to wipe it out, but it is not con- 
fined to the south, and there would be 
more of it in the north if the people of 
that section had to deal with certain 
phases of crime only too common in some 
localities down this way. 


Rights of Suspects. 

The Chicago Herald denounces as bru- 
tal and infamous the rule enforced in the 
police department of that city of compell- 
ing arrested persons not convicted of 
crime, to submit to having their photo- 
graphs taken and placed in a collection 
of portraits of criminals. 

Our contemporary says that it is a gross 
and brutal outrage to classify uncon- 
victed persons with crimimals, and en- 
dorses the advice of a lawyer who told 
his arrested client to resist with even 
deadly violence any effort to photograph 
him against his will. 

It strikes us that this is the proper 
view. A person suspected of crime is not 
4 criminal. It requires conviction to es- 
tablish that fact. 

A somewhat similar case is now agitat- 
Ing Fall River, Mass. A man named Por- 
tér"has prepared a history of the Borden 
murder case. The attorneys of Miss Bor- 
den have ‘served him with a notice éon-. 
cluding as follows: 


You are, therefore, hereby notified that you 
will be held directly accountable fer all state- 
ments pubished in such book or phamphiet, 
and for any false statement or colorable de- 
scription you will be promptly prosecuted. 
You are also hereby forbidden to publish or 
print any likeness or pretended likefess, in any 
form, reproduce any photograph or portrait 
of said Andrew J. Borden, er Liz 
zie A. Bordgn, Emma L. Borden, John 
V. Morse, myself or of any attorney connect- 
ed with the defense, and in the event of any 
such publication an injunction will be prompt- 
ly appiied for and such other legal pro- 
ceedings taken as may be deemed expedient. 


The point concerning the pictures is, 
perhaps, a good one. If Miss Borden, 
before conviction, forbids anybody to 
print her likeness her wishes in the mat- 
ter should control, and they should be 
respected. If all persons accused or sus- 
pected of crime are to lose all their rights 
and be treated as convicts from the be- 
ginning it goes without saying that many 
innocent people will be persecuted and 
utterly ruined. 


A Muddled Editor. 

Brer Pulitzer, who thinks he knows 
more about democratic principles than 
the men that made ’em, continues to in- 
sist that The Constitution favors the con- 
struction or supervision of country roads 
through the agency of a national bureau. 
The truth is, Brer Pulitzer seems to be 
getting somewhat rickety in the neighbor- 
hood of his proud intellectuality. The 
Constitution has not favored a national 
bureau of roads, though better democrats 
than Brer Pulitzer do favor it, but has 
merely discussed it briefly without endors- 
ing or opposing it. / 

But if we had endorsed such a bureau

Does England Want War?

England, sooner or later, will be driven

Watch the Wires. 

In Louisville, last Friday morning, an 
overhead electric wire broke and the two 
live ends dangled from the poles for 
nearly five hours. 

The results were what might have been 
expected. A horse ran against the wire 
and was knocked down. Then another 
horse came along and a hole was burned 
through his body, killing him instantly. 
A laborer on his way to his work brush- 
ed against the wire. He fell, and the 
sizzling wiré wrapped itself around his 
body, burning him in the most shocking 
manner. Fully 2,000 volts of electricity 
ran through the victim. and the fitful 
flashes of fire from his body frightened 
off the spectators. It was twenty minutes 
before the man was pulled away from 
the wire, a half-charred corpse. 

Watch the wires, and never touch them 
when they are broken. They may be 
harmless, but there is a possibility that 
an innocent looking bit of hanging wire 
in the street may be charged with certain 
death.

Hon. Amos Tappan Akerman was the 
last man who represented the state in the 
cabinet of a president. He was a native of 
New Hampshire, who was born in 1819, 
and came to Elberton, Ga., in 1850. He 
was a lawyer of considerable skill. When 
the war came on he took the side of the 
south adn served in the Georgia militia, 
under commission of Governor Brown; as a 
quartermaster. After the war he became 
a reconstructionist and republican and was 
appointed United States district attorney 
for Georgia in 1866, by President Johnson, 
on the recommendation of Hon. Joseph E. 
Brown, who had the confidence of Mr. 
Johnson to a remarkable degree. In 1870, 
Mr. Akerman was appointed attorney 
general of the United States by President 
Grant and served until 1872, when he re- 
signed. 

The Other Instances. 

The other two cases referred to at the 
outset of this article, were the occasions 
when Joseph Habersham, in 1795, was made 
postinaster general and served for six years, 
but was not a cabinet officer; and the in- 
stance when, in 1829, John McPherson Ber- 
rien was Attorney general, but then the of- 
fice was of subordinate grade and Mr. Ber- 
rien was not of the cabinet. He only re- 
mained in the position for two years, when 
he resigned on account of the inharmoni- 
ous relations existing in the then cabinet 
of the president—“Old Hickory.”

That Verdict. 

Hditor Oonstitution—There has been so 
much street gossip, as well as newspaper pub- 
lication, about the verdict of $4,000 rendered 
against the Atlanta Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company, two days ago, in our city 
court, that I desire, in justice to the inter- 
ests which I represent, to make a statement 
through your columns. 

The history of this case can be briefly stated 
as follows: 

The complainant,., a Mr. Beaucamp, was 
coming up Decatur street, near the terminus, 
driving a horse, hitched to a two-wheel ve- 
hicie. As the car approached him and was 
within a very few feet the horse suddenly 
turned and backed .on to the track. The 
motorman promptly applied the brakes but 
the car collided with the vehicle, breaking 
one wheel, and Mr. Beaucamp fell to the 
ground. The car stopped within a very few 
feet of where it struck the vehicle, probably 
not exceeding five or ten feet. Mr. Benu- 
camp boarded the car, came Into the city 
and employed a dtlawyer  ~before we 
even heard of the acdident. Mr. 
Ww. H. Venabie, with wltom he 
is acquainted, advised him to cail and see 
Mr. Broyles, the claim agent of the road, and 
assured him that Mr. Broyles would treat 
him right in the matter, as it is the policy of 
our company to settle all damages = and 
claims against it without expense of litiga- 
tion to the county or to the parties injured. 
Iie seemed to prefer employing a lawyer at 
once. Mr. Broyles, our claim agent, inves- 
tigated this case very thoroughiy and report- 
ed that the case had been placed in the hands 
of a lawyer and conld not be adjusted but 
that, from the thorough? investigation, he 
felt that the road was not liable. That the 
motorman hod acted very prudently, had 
stopped the car promptly. and that the ac- 
cident was due entirely to the. horse having 
permed suddenly and unexpectedly on to the 
track. 

The next scene is in the courthouse. Wit- 
nesses are produced who swear that the mo- 
tormen was warned when he was one or two 
hundred yards away; that the car was run- 
ning at a very high rate of speed, and like a 
locomotive dashed into the vehicle. There 
were other witnesses who swore to the con- 
trary, exonerating the road. . Nothwithstand- 
ing the damages were siight, and the cir- 
as stated, the jury rendered a 
verdict for $4,000. 

Comment seems to be turning on what 
will become of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Sireet Railway Company under such practice 
at the hands of juries in Atlantp. 

We have a very large investment; the road 
is being run very economically; we are fur- 
nishing greater accommodations than ever 
were fessished before for the same money, 
and by dint of good management have hoped 
to sean at least the fixed charges on the 
road. 

The idea seems to be with juries that the 
road is enjoyin ge’ privileges; is a rieh 
corporation, and that it has a full treasury, 
from which they can draw freely for all dam- 
ages sustained, however slight. We have sub- 
mitted to such practices from time to time 
until it is proper that the public should be 
put on notice that their interests are liable 
to suffer. 

Electric street cars are public carriages for 
the masses. They are hauling in Atlanta over 
twenty thousand passengers per day, while 
probably, by other methods, are being carried 
one-twentieth as many. These people have an 
interest in the lines and have a right to de- 
mand that the cers go as rapidly as possible 
through the city, conveying them in all direc- 
tions to and from business. By virtue of this 
facility citizens are enabled to travel at a 
very small expense, whereas, if they were 
to go in hacks or carriages, the expense would 
be at least five times as much as it is. 

The street railway company is the agent of 
the people in a certain sense, and has under- 
taken a public service which every one must 
admit is necessary. It is endeavoring to. fur- 
nish this service in the best manner and at 
the very lowest cost, and needs every dol- 
lar carned to enable it to give good service: 
If this income is to be wrested from the cor- 
poration for the purpose of paying fraudulent 
demands which are made upon the company 
and sustained by juries, the result must be, 
inevitably, less accommodation or a greater 
charge for the service rendered, and to this 
exfont the people’s rights are being infringed. 

Again, we have some ordinances in the city 
government which, if enforced under the 
present practices, will require. us to reduce 
our rate of speed throughout the city to 
about four miles per hour in order to avoid 
all liability of suits. 

This matter of running a street. car is a 
very difficult thing. The cars pass through the 
busiest streets, encountering vehicles of every 
sort, wagons, carriages, es, drays, men 
on horseback, men on bicycies. men, women 
and children, and the responsibility should be 
upon them to exercise some care and dili- 
gence in crossing street railroad tracks, other- 
wise the cars are obstructed, passengers are 
delayed, and a great majority of the people 
traveling by this method are inconvenienced. 
In other cities of , mag og population than 
Atlanta the practice is to get out of the way 
of the street cars, because these street cars 
are freighted with hundreds of passengers 
anxious to arrive at their points of destina- 
tion, and all of them having equal rights upon 
the streets and claims upon the city. They 
are limited to a certain area in the street and 
do not occupy any other portion of it, and 
they are accorded the right of rapid transit. 
In Atlanta rapid transit will be a myth unless 
an end can be put to the present method of 
fleecing the street railway companies through 
the courts. 

In Atlanta there are about eighty miles of 
street railway lines, all of which have to 
operated dally and these receive only about 
twenty-five thousand fares. The. Atlanta Con- 
solidated company, alone operating sixty- 
miles, makes a mileage of more than once 
icfoss the continent every day, and hauls 
about eight million passengers per year, while 
in some cities, for instance fn Washington, 
the Washington and Georgetown road, only 
eleven miles long, hauls 20,000,000 passengers 
per year, and has nothing like the. litigation 
we have to submit to in Atlanta. With_one- 


operated by the Consolidated here, it has an 
income of nearly three times. our receipts. 
The Peoples line in Philadelphia, 140 miles 
long; about double the’ mileage of the At- 
anta Consolidated Street Rallway Oompany, 
j auls eleven times.as many passengers.

A Giance Over the situation. 


In 1887 there was ten thousand dollars 
appropriated by congress to enable the 
commissioner of the national bureau of 
labor to collect and report to congress the 
statistics of and relative to marriage and 
divorcee in the several territories and states 
and the District of Columbia. The report 
was made and covers a period of twenty 
years, from 1867 to 1886. And the figures 
are startling afd indeed remarkable. The 
report showed that while there has been 
an increase of about 69 per cent in popu- 
lation there was, during the same time, 
an increase of 157 per cent in the number 
of divorces. This increase in the number 
of divorces fs-in excess of twice the in- 
crease in population; at the prenies fime the 
increase in divorces granted is fully three 
times the increase of the population, re- 
ferring to the percentage. ‘The total num- 
ber of divorces granted in the United States 
in the time covered by the report was 328,- 
716. In 1867 there were 9,937, while in 
525.
